More firings as QCTV 
workers await certification 


Eleven OCTV employees were fired 
last week as workers await the result of 
their application for union certification. 

- This brings the total number of fi- 
rings and "lay-offs" to 18 since union- 
ization efforts began in October, 

The employees laid off last week 
were senior outside workers who strong- 
ly supported the International Brother- 
hood of Electrical Workers’ (IBEW, local 
1007) bid to gain certification for 
QCTV employees, 

The firings, according to QCTV 
President Ed Polanski, are justified by 
the reduction in cable construction, 


Many south side residents, however, 
have recently complained that cable 
has yet to come to their area, Polanski 
has also sub-contracted apartment

Eighteen charges of unfair labour 
practices, brought against QCTV by 
local 1007, will be heard by the Can- 
ada Labour Relations Board on Decem- 
ber 10, : 

On the same day the federal Board 
of Industrial Relations will hold hear- 
ings to accept or reject the workers’ 
application for union certification, 


The labour dispute at Uncle Ben’ s 
brewery in Red Deer, which started off 
as a minor case before the Alberta 
Board of Industrial Relations, has be- 
come the centre of international atten- 
tion as a result of recent developments, 

Local 250 of the International Brew- 
ery Workers (IBW), which has been 
battling brewery tycoon Ben Ginter Tor 
over a year, now has to contend with 
a concerted effort by the Teamsters 
to take over their organization, 

The Teamsters Union entered the 
picture over a month ago when it 
signed up workers at the brewery, en- 

-abling Ginter to operate it in defiance 
of Board of Industrial Relations rulings. 
The opportunism of the Teamsters in 
Red Deer is part of their recent efforts 
to absorb the IBW, At a convention in 
Cincinnati two weeks ago, most of the 
U.S. section of the IBW voted to 
merge with the Teamsters, The,mer- 

er was the result of extreme pressure 

om the powerful Teamsters, who 
have been engaged in jurisdictional 
disputes with the IBW for many years, 

However, most of the Canadian 
delegates at the convention walked out 
with the intention of staying out of the 
Teamsters, These delegates represent 
50 Canadian locals of the IBW and, in 
conjunction with dissenting U.S, lo- 
cals, hope to set up a ‘new 

In an interview with the Edmonton 
Journal last week, Ed Lawson, Cana- 
dian Vice President of the Teamsters, 
claimed that the merger is a fait ac- 
compli which Canadian IBW members 
must accept. According to Vern Bar- 
tee, president of Local 250 who atten- 

‘ded the IBW convention, the merger 
is illegal because the union" s consti- 
tution does not permit a merger if 
three or more locals object. 

Lawson has further alleged that the 
Teamsters’ tampering in Red Deer was 
done with the support of the IBW as 
the result of an agreement. This has 
been denied by Local 250, whose mem-

In other legal actions, the Team- 
sters ns week launched law suits in 
the Alberta Supreme Court against the 
Alberta Federation of Labour, the Cal- 
gary Labour Council, and employees 
of the Alberta Brewers Agents who 
have enforced a bt bg of Uncle Ben's 
beer. Officials of the labour bodies 
have vowed to fight the matter “right 
to the end”, 

Nor has the unpredictable Ginter 
been inactive. After closing the brew- 
ot November 8 when the provincial 
cabinet ordered him to stop selling pop 
in beer bottles, he is now. threate 
to set up his own distribution and bot- 
tle-return system in otder to b the 
Alberta Brewers Agents, This scheme 
would appear to be rather uneconomi- 
cal for just one brewery. 

Ginter has also promised to sue La- 
batt’s Brewety for trying to keep him 
out of Alberta, Spokesmen for Labatt’ s 
have declined to be drawn into a ver- 
bal battle with Uncle Ben, who thrives.

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Pressure for recall of ambassador mounting 


Pressure is mounting for the recall 
of Canada’ s ambassador to Chile, An- 
drew Ross, following the disclosure of 
secret diplomatic cables. me 

The cables, normally classified for 
30 years, contain Ross's candid com- 
ments on the military coup of Septem- 
ber 11. They reveal a strong bias 
against the socialist government of 
Salvador Allende and leftist elements 
in general, 

Although absent from Chile at the 
time of the coup (he was in Buenos 
Aires buying a car), Ross immediately 
wired Ottawa urging prompt recogni- 
tion of the military junta, 

Ross, a 57 year old career diplo- 
mat, has been ambassador to Chile 
for three years, During this period 
Canada was engaged in a surreptitious 
economic boycott of the Allende go- 
vernment, according to NDP and Con- 
servative critics in Parliament. 

The cables were apparently leaked 
by a source in the External Affairs de- 
partment and have been publicized b 
M, P, John Harney (NDP - hag 
West), The NDP and the Ontario Fed- 
eration of Labour have demanded the 
recall of Ross, 

Minister of External Affairs Mitch- 
ell Sharp is reported incensed at the 
security leak, The disclosures have 
had repercussions in Chile, where the 
Canadian sicet pag? Ay now under armed 
guard following threats against the 
ambassador. 

The Latin American Working Group 
(Box 6300, Station A,. Toronto) is or- 
ganizing a campaign for the withdra- 
wal of Ross, There are thousands ‘of 
refugees in United Nations camps in

NEW YORK (LNS) -- We usually think 
of occupational health and safety in re- 
lation to factory or industrial work, but 
the average office comes with its own 
set of uncorrected health hazards. 

Fatigue- inducing working conditions 
in offices have long been documented. 
Secretaries and typists often develop 
back strain from poorly designed chairs. 
Offices are often poorly ventilated and 
airconditioning is improperly regulated. 
In large offices a hundred people ma 
be seated in one room--each expose 


to the constant noise of dozens of office 


machines. Harsh flourescent lights 
cause eyestrain and headaches, 

Since World War II sophisticated 
office machinery has proliferated in 
offices, and with it ss esa © (A ae 
zation of tasks and workers. Women 
who are bound to one machine, fourty 
hours a week, like dictaphone typists, 
keypunch operators, and xerox opera- 
tors are most likely to suffer effects of 
hazards associated with their machines. 
The strain felt by a keypunch op- 
erator not only produces the fatigue 
commonly. felt by secretaries--it might 
also lead to eventual hearing loss. 

Although fatigue is probably the 
major complaint of office workers, 
there are others. File clerks who stand 
all day may develop varicose veins. 

A typist disease, sometimes known as 
washerwoman' s sprain, a pain in the 
wrist, caused by excessive swelling of 
the tendons around the extensor musc- 
les was noted in this country in 1950.

David Lewis says he supports Cana- 
dian participation in international 
peacekeeping, if invited. He said Ca- 
nada has “very well qualified forces” 
for such tasks.

The boycott of California grapes, 
organized by the United Farm Workers, 
is gathering strength day by day-as it 
spreads across the continent, 

Striking farmworkers have been dis- 
patched to a number of cities to help 
with the boycott, which has gained the 
support of many labour, church, and 
community groups, 

As well as the California growers, 
the UFW has been battling the Teamsters 
Union, which has a seemingly insatiable 
appetite for absorbing smaller unions, 
But in trying to swallow the militant 
UFW, the Teamsters may have finally 
choked. The failure of the Teamsters, 
by far the most powerful union in North 
America, to smash the lowly UFW has 
aggravated the internal tensions of the 
huge of Haig er 

A few weeks ago the Teamsters 
appeared anxious to pull out of the Cal- 
ifornia vineyards, The union's presi- 
dent, Frank Fitzsimmons, negotiated 
an agreement with the UFW which would 
have seen the Teamsters cancel all their 
contracts with the grape growers, This 
agreement has never been ratified by 


' the Teamsters--ostensibly because it 


could lead to lawsiuts from the growers. 
The real reasons are related to power 
struggles within the top brass of the 
union, 

Fitzsimmons, it would appear, wants 
badly to pull out of agriculture at the 

resent time. The violence practiced 
Teamster goons against the UFW, 

noted for its pacifist tactics, has recei- 
ved wide coverage in the. media and 
has strained relations between the Team- 
sters and their friends in the labour 
movement to the breaking point. 

Furthermore, the Teamsters have 
been unable to deliver on their contracts 
with the growers, thanks to their own 
incompetence and the success of the 
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boycott, In the Coachella Valley region 
of California, the growers with Teamster 
contracts reportedly lost $1. 4 million 

on the last harvest. 

But Fitzsimmons is being opposed 
by hardliners in the Teamsters bureau- 
cracy, in particular by Bill Grami, chief 
organizer of the Western Conference of 
Teamsters and field general for the 
attacks on the UFW. : 

(The Western Conferenee, inciden- 
tally, also includes Teamsters in Alberta 
and British Columbia--the union has no 
Canadian section, ) 

Grami in turn is a stalking horse 
for Jimmy Hoffa, millionaire ex-pres- 
ident of the union. Hoffa, who appears 
to have learned nothing from his five 
years in prison for misuse of union funds, 
evidentally aspires to regain control of 
the organization, His release from 
prison last year on orders from Nixon 
(after three appeals to the parole board 
had been denied) was apparently the 
result of a hefty contribution from the 
Teamsters to the Presidential campaign 
fund. 

One of the conditions for Hoffa" s 
release was that he not engage in any 
union activity. Although Fitzsimmons 
tried to buy him off with a $1.7 million 
"pension", Hoffa appears intent on a 
comeback. 

Fitzsimmons is currently beset by 
a number of “image” problems which 
have been compounded by his troubles 
with the Farmworkers, His close assoc- 
iation with the scandal-ridden Nixon 
regime, which seemed so mutuall 
profitable a few months ago, has ebeinie 
a liability. 

When Charles Coulson, counsel to 
the President and a central figure in the 
Watergate affair, was forced to resign, 
he was immediately hired by the Team- 
sters, This led to a further deteriroation 
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of relations with AFL-CIO president 

George Meany, who regards Coulson as 
an arch-enemy of labour, and made it 
easier for the labotit federation to raise 


1. 6 million to aid the UFW Last summer. 


Recent newspaper stories have also 
linked Fitzsimmons with key under- 
world figures, Apparently the billion : 
dollar Teamster pension fund is bein 


used to finance various Mafia operations, 


A Teamster local in Chicago was or- 
dered last summer to repay $90 million 
in dues extorted from its members over 
a 15 year period, And a federal attor- 
n y in San Francisco has uncovered 
evidence that Teamster officials in 
California have been collectingepay- 
offs from a group of growers. 

The power struggle between Hoffa

Recent Canadian Developments 


The grape Boycott in Toronto got 
into high hear when 31 California farm- 
workers-- 10 of them children- - arrived 
in the city two months ago, These 
workers are beirz fed and housed by the 
Catholic Church. Both the Catholic 
Church and the United. Church have of- 
ficially endorsed the boycott. 

United Auto Workers, the Steel- 
workers, and other unions in Ontario 
have pledged financial support on a 
monthly basis, . Toronto mayor David 
Crombie declared Saturday, October 
26 “Grape Day" to publicize the boycott. 
Highlight of the activities was a march 
of 2000 demonstrators down Bay Street. 

In British Columbia, the boycott: 
has received strong support from the 
B.C, Federation of Labour. At its recent 
convention in Vancouver, the Federation 
raised several thousand dollars to sustain 
the boycott and 250 delegates took 
part in a picket action.at two Super 
Valu super-markers. (Ironicaily the 
buses hired to ferry dedegates to the 
stores were driven by Teamsters, ) 

The Federation also bought ads in 
the Vancouver dailies to promote the 
boycott and announce those food chains 
which had agreed not to buy California 

rapes until the growers settled with 
the UFW. Woodwards hade made such 
an agreement but reneged on the deal 
after the ads were tun, thereby bene- 
fiting from the good publicity. 

Meanwhile’ in Edmonton plans are 
going ahead for a “Day of Prayer” at 
local churches on Sunday, December 2.

"Alberta should be the centre of the 
North American petro-chemical indus- 
try, ” said mining engineer Mike Pearson 
during an interview November 6. 

The focus on the tar sands so far has 
been on the fact that oil can be ex- 
tracted from them. Most people are 
unaware that the tar sands are a good 
chemical feedstock for a petro-chemical 
industry, " he continued. 

What this comes down to is that 
instead of exporting our resources down 
east or to the U.S, , haying them pro- 
duce plastics, chemicals and other

In the Syncrude-deal the: Alberta 

overnment will pay about $300 mil- 
ion of the $1 billion investment and 
in the end will have the option to buy

That was the main theme of the 
visit by David Lewis to Edmonton last 
Tuesday. The N. D,P. national leader 
and Grant Notley, the Alberta N, D. P. 
chief, repeatedly asserted that Peter 
Loughheed and his Conservative Admi- 
nistration are serving Imperial and 
Gulf Oil rather than their constituents, 

Lewis said that he believed Alberta 
could get at least as much from the 
export tax as it has from royalties, 

He said that with the new $1. 90 ex- 
port tax, Alberta could get much more 
than it has in the past. 

Instead, said Lewis, the Alberta go- 
vernment is only getting $15 million 
and the oil corporations are pocketing 
the other $45 million, 
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the minister this shall be reduced to 
25 cents/acre/year, As it stands now 
the minister has used his discretion in 
every case in every year and this shows 
no signs of changing. 


THE FUTURE 


With the coming of the "Syncrude 
era", Alberta will be exporting the 
last of its easily accessible non-renew- 
able resources to the US for fuel, 

The cost to us in terms of second- 
ary industries in the areas of fuel and 
hydrocarbons based products, employ- 
ment and security is indeterminable, 

Alberta could use the tar sands for 
its own advancement, rather than the 
advancement of a few major oil com- 
panies, These oil companies want the 
tar sands for fuel but they could be used 
to develop a petto-chemical industry 
instead, 

According to BN e “In most gas 
it is because their technology wasn't 
advanced enough to do so, "We don’t 
even know if Syncrude" s technology is 
advanced enough to make a profit. ”, 
she continued, 

Because GCOS was doing so poorly 
they applied to have their royalties re- 
duced under the Hardships Act.

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NDP; Democratic socialism Social democracy ?

In an interview last Tuesday, David 
Lewis stated that he didn’t believe there 
was any difference between the terms 
democratic socialism and social demo- 
cratism. 

He said that the difference was - 
just one of semantics and that “not a 
democratic socialist government in the 
world advocated entire nationalization". 

Lewis still is calling himself and 
his party “socialist” as for example in 
the preface to his 1972 campaign book 
The Corporate Welfare Bums, 

The difference between the two 
terms is one of substance. By usin 
"democratic socialism" and “socia 
democratism™ interchangably, David 
Lewis is simply adding to the mental 
confusion of the Canadian electorate, 

The difference lies in basic atti- 
tudes to capitalism and the state. Dem- 
ocratic socialism looks toward the over- 
throw of capitalism. Ownership of the 
means of production would be by the 
people as a whole--either through the 
vehicle of the state or at the individual 
factory and office level. 

Social democratism looks not for 
the repeal of capitalism but for its 
“taming”. Rip-off corporations such 
as listed in The Corporate Welfare Bums 
would have their profits pruned but the — 
profit system would remain, 

In face, a number of N. D, P. pre- 
miers are so far removed from socialism 
that they have stated their aim as one 
of saving capitalism from itself. (The 
‘more capitalism is "tamed" the less 
will people have an incentive for a 
type of revolution, ) Dave Barrett o 
B.C. has said he is putting together a 
programme like that of Franklin Roose- 
velt. 


There is another major difference 
between democratic socialism and soc- 
ial democratism. The first seeks to 
claim state power in the name of a- 
class, The second may retain the rhe- 
toric of class conflict at times, but 
generally tries to represent itself as 
spokesman for all the people. 

An example of a-democratic soc- 
ialist government was that of the late 
Chilean president Allende, A typical 
social democratic country is Sweden, 

Why then will David Lewis not 
recognize the difference between social 
democratism and democratic socialism? 
No doubt because he was instrumental 
in changing the old C. C.F. from the 
path of socialsim to the path of social 
democratism (and the N. D. P. is the 
direct successor of the C, C, F, ), 

The Regina Manifesto was the found- 
ing document of the old C,C. F, It was 
drafted by the party in 1933 in the midst 
of the depression. The last line of the 
manifesto reads: "No C, C.F, govern- 
ment will rest content until it has erad- 
icated capitalism and put into operation 
the full programme of socialized plan- 
ning which will lead to the establishment 
in Canada of the Co-operative Common: 
wealth", 

In 1956 Canada was just ending a 
vont psot - war economic boom. e 

rtunes of the C.C, F, were at an all- 
time low. Polls showed that support was 
down to 10% from the C. C.F, high of 
29% in 1943, 

The general mood in the 1950's 
was one of “let well enough alone”. 

The people of Canada were not prepared 
to ecperiment or dabble in any type of 
socialism. The cry of the old C. C. F, 
for socialism reminded too many people

Boycott of Portuguese wines 


ITHACA, NY (LNS) -- Supporting a 
nationwide effort, four groups in Sein, 
N, Y. are sponsoring a boycott of Portu- 
guese wines in order to deny the Portu- 
ba government some of the American 
ollars it uses to buy napalm, helicopters 
and bombs for use against the liberation 
struggles in the African countries of An- 
gola, Guinea-Bissau and Mozambique, 
The ithaca boycott is concentrating 
on Allegria, a new Poztuguese wine which 
Heublein Wines is test- marketing in 
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Ithaca -- chosen for its large student po- 
pulation -- with an intensive advertising 
campaign and telephone marketing sur- 
veys. 

All liquor stores in the area have been 
asked to stop selling Allegria, Picket 
lines were set up in front of stores that 
continued to sell it until almost every 
store in Ithaca agreed to take it off their

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South African laws 


Like other modern States, the Re- 
public of South Africa is a country gov- 
erned by laws. And the laws by which 
a country chooses to live are normally 
matters with which the United Nations 
not only does not concern itself, but 
which, in fact, it is expressly forbidden 
from interfering with by its own Charter. 

However, a feature that gives to 
the laws of South Africa the charter and 
dimension which have caused concern 
throughout the ‘world and which have 
made them the subject of formal denun- 
ciation by the world organization can 
be simply stated: while these laws apply 
to all the people of South Africa - white 
and non-white alike - they are laws of 
the white man alone, enacted by the 
white man alone, for the benefit of the 
white man alone, Neither in the formu- 
lation not in the execution of these 
"laws" do the Africans, who form 70 
per cent of the population, not the Asians 
and the Coloured, have any voice or 
influence. 

It is this character, according to 
the United Nations, which makes many 
of the "laws" of South Africa, in effect 
and in reality, instruments of inequality a 
and oppression, 

The following examples are drawn 
from a study prepared by Professor Les- 
lie Rubin of Howard University, Wash- 
ington, D. C., a former Senator in 
South Africa, representing Africans, for 
the United Nations Secretariat’ s Unit 
on Apartheid, 


HOME, FAMILY AND RESIDENCE 


AN AFRICAN who was born in a town and 
lived there continuously for 50 years, 

but then left to reside elsewhere for an 
period, even two weeks, is not entitle 

as a right, to return to the town where

AN AFRICAN was born in @ town, 
has lived there continuously for 14 years 
and has, during that period, worked con- 
tinuously for the same employer for nine 

ears, his wife commits a criminal of- 
ence by living with him got more than 
72 hours, if she had not received a per- 
mit to do so, 

ANY POLICEMAN is entitled, with- 
out warrant, to enter and search “at any 
reasonable time of the day or night" 
premises on which he has reason to sus- 
pect that an African boy 18 years of age 
is committing the criminal offence o 
residing with his father without having 
been issued with the necessary permit to 
do so, 


OWNERSHIP OF LAND 


NO AFRICAN is entitled as a right to 
acquire freehold title to land anywhere 
in South Africa, nor is it the intention 
of the present Government ever to grant 
such right to the African, even in his 
own Bantu areas, 


RELIGION 


THE MINISTER of Bantu Administration 
and Development may, provided that 
the urban local authority concurs, by 
notice in the Gazette, prohibit the 
attendance of Africans at a Church ser- 
vice in a town, 


NO CHURCH may be established 
for Africans in any town without the 
prior approval of the Minister of Bantu 
Administration and Development.

The MIR: an interview | 


(Editor' s Note: During the three 
ears of Salvadore Allende’ s Popular 

Gnity (UP) government, the Movement 
for a Revolutjonary Left (MIR) formed .- 
what could be called a "loyal opposi- 
tion”. ; : 

Critical of the UP" s repeated attem- 
pts to accomadate the Christian Dem- 
ocrats, who represented much of Chile’ s 


government. Allende publicly critical 
of these new acts, looked the other 
way. But MIR provided the concrete 
aid and as a result continued to develop 
a stronger base among the workers and 
peasants. 

Throughout this period, MIR argued 
that Allende and the Communist Party 
which dominated the UP coalition, was

middle and upper classes, MIR went its 
own way, refusing to be part of the UP 
coalition, but recognizing that the UP 
could not be considered the “enemy”. 

This contrasted with the role MIR 
played during the regime of Christian 
Democrat, Eduardo Frei, who govern- 
ed Chile until Allende’s election in 
1970. Frei’ s government had received 
much support from the US, and the US 
apparently viewed the Christian Demo- 
crats as the safest bet to insure protec- ~ 
tion of US interests in Chile. 

During the Frei period, MIR was 
clandestine, calling for a popular up- 
rising to bring socialism to Chile. At 
that time, MIR found its base mostly 
with leftist students and with what have 
been termed “marginal groups” (i. e. 
unemployed, ethnic minorities, etc. ) 

However, with the victory of the 
UP coalition in the 1970 election, MIR's 
role changed. As the UP made efforts 
to allay the fears of the middle class 
and the military by soft- pedalling the 
movement toward popular power, it 
was MiR that offered organizers and as- 
sistance to the workers and peasants 
who took over factories and estates 
during the first two years of the new

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making a mistake casting his lot with 
the "moderate right" represented by the 
Christian Democratic try | (PCD). 
They warned that, given the right con- 
ditions, the Christian Democrats would 
turn on the UP and go with the right 
wing. MIR criticized Allende for refus- 
ing to arm and train a people’s mili- 
tia, choosing instead to try and win 
the support and loyalty of Chile's Arm- 
ed Forces. 

Now, two months after the Sept- 
ember 11 military coup which toppled 
the UP government, it appears that of 
all the groups on the left, MIR remains 
mostly intact. Having been under- 

round during the Frei years, and tak- 
ing the June 29th abortive coup as but 
another in a series of signs of things 
to come, MIR apparently was able to 
take its entire structure underground 
before the coup occured. 

Given these facts, it is understand- 
able that MIR has made the first moves 
towards organizing a counter- offensive. 
There is evidence that already armed 
resistance is happening in some areas 
of Chile. It is known -- admitted by 
the junta -- that most of MIR’ s lead- 
ership has escaped its clutches:

In the following interview, which 
took place on October 1, some where 
in Chile, four of MIR’ s leaders speak 
on the current situation, and on plans 
for the future. 

Here is the interview conducted 
by representatives of Rouge, a French 
leftist paper. 


DID YOU SEE THE COUP COMING? 
WHAT ARE THE FIRST LESSONS YOU 
HAVE DRA WN FROM IT? 


The coup that took place on Sept- 
ember 11 -was written in events that 
had already happened. We were pre- 
pared from a political as well as an 
organizational point of view. And 
we had prepared the sectors of the 
working class and those of the peasant- 
ry which we directly influenced. Now, 


in the wake of the coup, we continue 
to denounce the illusions of reformism: 
illusions that cannot but continue to dis- 
arm, in the full sense of the word, the 
Chilean masses. ; 

In that sense, the coup confirmed, 
in the most tragic way, our predictions 
and analysis. 

One witnessed, during those last 
months, a mobilization and heighten- 
ing of consciousness among Chilean 
workers which was totally new. Thet 
is the fundamental element of that last 
period. In practice, through their con- 
cerns, their enthusiasm, entire sec- 
tions of the Chilean working class had 
begun to break away from the reformist 
orientation that dominated the UP. If 
the ruling class and imperialist interests 


can, to a certain extent, tolerate reform- 


ism, they cannot for very long. More 
and more, the means of production 
come into the hands of the workers. 


ABOUT THE WORK YOU DID IN- 
SIDE THE ARMY -- WERE THER IM- 
PORTANT DIVISIONS OR EVIDENCE 
OF RESISTANCE WITHIN THE ARMY 
AT THE MOMENT OF THE COUP? 


Rumotfs to that affect have not ceased 
since September 11. I can say that 


the fragmentary information that we have 


on the situation of the army indicates 
that in the beginning there were quite 
a few refusals to obey on the part of 
certain soldiers and sub- officers. They 
were all shot immediately. At least 
ten of these cases were reported direct- 
ly or indirectly and therefore the re must 
have been many more. 


Repression 


That repression makes work within 
the army very difficult, almost impos- 
sible in many cases, On the other hand, 
if there were a political and military 
revolutionary offensive which appeared 
as a real alternative, there is no doubt 
that a good number of soldiers and sub- 
officers would be on our side. 

Several times, durin 
soldiers, sub- officers and even officers, 
closed their eyes when they found wea- 
pons: "AJl we ask is that you don’ t use 
them against us. ” 

Considering this we will avoid, in 
the near future, acts which might help ~ 


to cement the armed forces into a homo- 


enous block, and we will work toward 
rthering the slight but significant man- 
ifestations of resistance withing the 
army. 
Also, thou p there has been no dec- 
isive devision in the high comands of 


the armed forces as a wholé, one would — 


have to be blind not to see the differ- 
ences between tle various sectors. 

Within the junta, it is undoubtedly 
members of the Navy and Air Force 
that represent the most extreme ele- 
Meats, But one should not overestim- 
ate them, They will not fail to reflect 
the very real divisions which exist with- 
in the ruling class, It is certain that 
sectors of the dominant class will have 
disagreements with the politics of the 
junta, but right now there is just an al- 
most unamimous sigh of relief. But at 
what a price. 

We shouldn’ t forget that many sec- 
tors -- especially those joined to the 
Christian Democrats -- have a tradition 


house searches, 


which has tied them to bourgeois dem- 
ocracy -- a certain bourgeois "legality" 
that seems to have been swept away by ~ 
the coup. Not to mention the "excess- 
es" which se em to bother at least some 
of these gentlemen.. 

Another interesting note: certain 
regiments did not really participate in 
the daily operation of house searches 
and repression. I'm not saying that 
they are dissident -- rather it’s a ques- 
tion of a tactical precaution on the 
part of the junta to avoid sharpening 
potential splits. 


YOU TALK OF WORK PLANS, OF

THAT STRIKES US THE MOST IS THE 
ABSENCE OF VISIBLE SIGNS OF SUCH 
AN OFFENSIVE, 


That’ s true, at least at the level of 
visible signs. The blind politics of re- 
formist directions have caused the Chi- 
lean workers to lose a battle, and for 
this lost battle, they have paid a great 
price. : 

In editing the information which 
comes to us hon all the suburbs of San- 
tiago and from the rest of the country, 
we estimate the number of victims of 
this battle to be 25, 000-dead. Accord- 
ing to our information, this number is 
also used in the military high command. 
And, every day the number increases. 

The day of the coup, the workers 
regrouped massively in work sites which 
they had been occupying for several 
weeks (since the abortive June 29th 
coup attempted). In many factories, 
the workers defended themselves heroi- 
cally, in hand-to-hand combat, against 
the military who were bent on retaking 
the factories. 


Unequal power 


But the proportion of power was too 
unequal, The military was armed to 
the teeth with modern weapons - - using 
tanks and at times, airpower. In con- 
trast, the workers were very poorly arm- 
ed -- almost not armed at all in cer-

tain cases, The military were a well- 
co-ordinated centralized force carrying 
out a plan which had been carefully 
prepared in advance, 

_ The workers from the different fac- 
tories, from the different cordones 
(committees in charge of production, 
distribution, defense and mobilization, 
set up after workers seized factories 
after attempted lock- outs by factory 
owners -- ed. ) were not centralized, 
were not even co-ordinated amongst 
themselves. Nevertheless, it took about 
five days, sometimes longer, for the 
military to defeat the industrial cord- 
ones around Santiago, 

In the provinces, things happened 
in generally the same manner, This 


explains the great number of dead dur- 
ing the first few days. In certain places 
it was a veritable massacre. In one of 


the most important factories, In Santiago, 


200 dead bodies were taken out from 
the hasement. 
retreat was inevitable. 


YOU CHARACTERIZE THE ACTUAL 
SITUATION AS A RETREAT, NOT AS 
A CRUSHING DEFEAT? 


Without a doubt. In spite of the 

extraordinary number of victims, the 
repression, b most cases, has not been 
selective at all. 4. fact thatone must 
know and make known to the outside 
world is that while a great number of 
‘militarts and political cadres perished, 
the revolutionary organizaiions -- es- 
pecially MIR -- have not been disman- 
tled. 


Losses 


In spite of two heavy losses, the 
essential core of our structure and our 
apparatus are absolutely intact. In this 
sense, we Far» been consistent in our 
analyses and the measures we have tak- 
en have borne fruit. The military know 
this and it bothers them terribly." Their 
victory communiques are t-inted by an 
undercurrent of fear: without convic- 
tion, they exhibit material and wea-

__ As for the PS: the situation is rela- 
tively complicated given the complex- 
ity of the cross- currents which existed 
in the party when it was in Power.

This position is consistent with the

right. The support of many sectors of 
the Christian Democrats for the junta 
puts these politics in the estagd light. 
However, a change of heart is not 
It seems today that the

tion in the Front as we propose it. 

In any case, we have no illusions: 
the struggle against reformism in the 
framework of such a Front, or any other 
structure, remains and will remain for 
a ~ time, one of our primary tasks. 

ithout on great speculations, 
it is evident that after the experience 
the Chilean masses have had, the left 
will come to great upheavals rather 
soom--~ and a real restructuring. Cer- 
tainly these upheavals will not result 
from the spontaneous conclusions which 
the, masses will deduce from their ex- 
perience. They will depend, essential- 
ly, on the capacity of the Front to res- 
pond to the situation in practice, in 
action, and as soon as possible.

able! Every day all you have to do is 
walk at dawn in the streets of Santiago 
to verify this. 


A dead amputee- a victim of the military 


Corpses > here and there -- es- 
pecially on the banks of the river -- 

evidence of the work accomplished dur- 
ing the curfew. There are also searches, 
the hunting down of militants and known 


political cadre, although this uas not 


been very successful. 

Then there are the denunciations. 
Occuring with most frequency in the 
upper aie middle class neighborhoods, 
the accusations lead, with no proof or 
verification needed, to detention in 
the National stadium (there are about 
7000 prisoners in the stadium now) and 
often to death. 

The newspapers and the radio s*a- 
tions increasingly incite people to de- 
nounce others. Every day they repeat 
the telephone numbers to call and of- 
fer tempting rewards: 

In the poblaciones (workers’ quart- 
ers), there have been, as happened in 
the factories, many massacres when 
the people showed any resistance. 

An example which I witnessed in 
a poblacion in Santiago: a group of 
young people seized a fire truck, put 
on the uniforms of the captured occu- 
pants, took up weapons and drove ar- 
ound the neighborhood. Whenever 
they saw soldiers, they shot, killing 
some, 


Massacres 


They were arrested, brought back 
to their poblcion and were execuied 
immediately. The residents, forced 
to gather at the place of execution, 
were machine-gunned. The count? 

A few dozen, a few hundred dead? 
Will we ever know... 

This anecdote is not an isolated ex- 
ample. You have seen it yourself. 
Even today, it is impossible to walk. 
in the poor sections of Santiago with- 
out seeing a corpse here or there, lying 
in a corner. 

As to the climate of xenophobia 
(hatred of foreigners) that the junta is 
trying to foment -- it surpasses the ii- 
agination, Here, again, it is neces- 
sary to mobilize people outside the 
country: our militant comrades, poli- 
tical refugees, even simple residents- - 
Bolivians and particularly Brazilians - - 
risk their lives every moment. ~ Simply 
because they speak with an accent, 
they are turned in by their neighbors. 
On this denunciation, they are arrested, 
taken to the stadium and there. very 
often, they disappear, 

One mvst scream out all of this. a 
campaign must be organized because 
otherwise, a wall of silence will fall. 
Today the junta has threatened to 
severely punish (and one can imagine 
what this means coming from suc 
executioners) any journalist, or person, 
who sends “alarming news" about the 
repression and the situation of foreign- 
ers in Chile to the outside world. 

It is necessary to do everything in 
order that maximum information be 
distributed. The reports you have 
brought us about the reaction to the 
coup, about the campaigns undertakes, 
are an extraordinary encouragement 
for our struggle. Your presence here in 
such a difficult moment has a price- 
less value for us, so great. is our iso- 
lation from the rest of the world at the 
present moment.

Jazz is picking - in Edmonton, with 
a lot of credit due the Edmonton Jazz 
Society. Jazz audiences aren’ t adequate- 
ly “loose” in this town yet, though, Too 
many jazz-goers are still spectators and 
few people really seem to feel the mu- 
sic and Phystealy respond, Shouts of 
"go, go:" and "Cook it”, foot stamping; 
and swaying bodies encouraged the mu- 
sicians, but were not common, As jazz 
circles widen, the loose audience spon- 
taneity so essential to jazz will develop. 


Hadley Caliman generally cooked 
a fine jazz menu for Edmonton jazz 
fans. The Captain's Cabin people are 
to be commended, With continued 
support, jazz will soon need less defi- 
nition in this town, and it will become 
more spontaneous and better apprecia- 
ted. Better commercial chances for 
the musicians may even grow.

STEIN: First of all maybe you can tell 
me why you're in town, because we 
have to get the plug in about your 
new film, 
SHEBIB; It’s my new movie and it's 
called Between Friends and it’s open- 
ing on the 23rd at the Roxy, wherever 
that is. 
STEIN: That's the same movie that 
was called Get Back? 
SHEBIB: Yeah, That was the original 
working title, it was never meant to 
be final, it was just something we put 
on the slate. board, 
STEIN; Why don't you tell me a little 
bit about the film first of all, 
SHEBIB: Well, basically it’s a study of 
a triangle, It starts out in California 
where a guy's involved with a little 
sort of minor dope deal, He goes and 
he says bate to his ex-wife and six- 
as old kid and he goes out to the 
ach at County Lion or some other 
place and watches these surfer kids, he 
used to be a surfer, that's his last 
goodbye to the surf. He*s about 31 
or 32, just sort of a. drifter. 


To Toronto 


And he goes to Toronto where he 
chums up with an old friend of his 
named Chino, who's from Toronto 
and who went to California when he 
was about 15 and sort of lived there 
for seven or eight years, That was sort 
of his golden period of life. And they 
were surfing buddies together like in 
1960, about 10 years ago, 

Chino lives with this girl, and this 
other guy moves in with them, and... 
there's a robbery in the picture. The 
girl's father and a friend of his, two 
old crooks from the depression, are 
involved with Chino in a plan to rob 
a smelting mill in Northern Ontario in 
a small town. These two old guys are 
sort of old drifters from the depression 
too, 


So Chino talks his friend from Cal- 
ifornia, Toby, into it.. And then he 
(roy) gets involved with his friend’ s 
girl friend, Then a lot of things hap- 
pen. 

It's not a caper film, it’s not a 
cops-and-robbers film but robbery is 
there for other reasons, it's not the 
focal point of the story. It's basically 
a study of what happens in a triangle 
and what happens with the relation- 
ships with the three main characters, 
The girl is really the pivotal character 
in the entire film because it deals with 
her relationship with her father and 
her relationship with the guy she lives 
with and with the other guy who comes 
into her life. 

STEIN: That represents. kind of a dep- 
arture in your films from some earlier 
themes that are really male- oriented. 
In fact, that was a criticism. from a 
lot of feminists of some of your early 
movies. Going back to stuff like Good 
Times, Bad Times, and Goin’ Down 


the Road, atid Rip-Off--that they déalt © 
_with-the comradeship. among boys, 


among men, and the women, particu- 
larly one criticism I* ve heard a lot of 
Goin’ Down the Road was that the 
film treats the characters of the wo- 
men, in particular the one woman 
who marries the guy, very unsympa- 
thetically, and we never really deal 
with her plight, we sort of deal with 
their tragic/comic kind of escapades, 
SHEBIB: I don't think that's true, I 
think that the girl that's in Goin" 
Down the Road, Jan Eastwood who 
plays it rises above what you’ re say- 
ing. Certainly the other female 
characters in the script are tiot dealt 
with in any sense of depth, Basically 
I don’t think that--TI' m not trying to 
shift the blame so much--but I think 
that in terms of Bill Fruet, I don’t 
think Bill writes particularly good wo- 
men, He writes very good men but he 
doesn’ t write good women, 


The guy who wrote this script does 
write extremely good women; from 
his other scripts that I’ ve read, he 
writes very good women. And this girl 
is really good, 

This fim also deals with male 
chauvinism; I mean the boyfriend she's 
living with is a dlassic male chauvin- 
ist sort of pig sort of character instead 
of a non-committed sort of drifter type. 

It's not that much by design that 
I’ ve come into these situations. I was 
rather excited by the girl because she 
really interested me. To me she was 
the person who made the film work, 
you know, assuming that it does. I 
was in a way kind of surprised because 
I was very conscious of that criticism 
and that's a criticism that’s been le- 
velled at me for films that I’ ve done 
for seven or eight years, It doesn't 
mean I haven't changed or anything 
like that or got my head into other 
things, But I really got off on the girl 
in the film, And I enjoyed making it 
and even though the film is told from 
the point of view of the male, she’s 
really the pivotal character and the

character. 

STEIN: So I think you're agreeing 

with me; I think you" re saying it is a 

departure from Goin’ Down the Road 

and Rip-Off in that sense, 

SHEBIB: Well, departure. means that I

Would you agree saying that that was 

something that you felt in fact that

SHEBIB: Yeah... yeah, I' 1d like to 
get into women parts more. I mean 
people like Bergman and Puccini are 
totally committed to females. Berg- 
man's films are all about women, al- 
most invariably, and so are Puccini" s 
operas-- Tosca and La Boheme and 
Madame Butterfly--he writes about 
women. Generally most of my themes 
have dealt with men and the majority 
will probably still continue to deal 
with that. And I think that in many 
ways the kind of men I deal with are 
the kind of men that would piss wo- 
men feminists off, because they" re 


not particularly intellectual men, 
they’ re never particularly sensitive. 
They* re usually carousing sort of boors 
half the time or jocks or old soldiers 
or things like that; surfers, or motor- 
cycle gang, you know.

Bill 220, —— to the — 
Assembly of Alberta by Mr, J, G, Ash- 
ton, proposes an amendment to the Al- 
berta Health Care Insurance Act such that 
therapeutic abortions would no longer 
be an insured service, unless the life of 
the pregnant woman were severely threa- 
tened. We wish to indicate to the hon- 
ourable members of the Alberta Cabin- 
et, our opposition both to the letter and 
the spirit of this proposal, 

The provision of Health Care Insur- 
ance in Alberta indicates the recogni- 
tion that a number of necessary medi- 
cal services permits the realization of 
the right of all citizens to a high stand- 
ard of health and well-being, regardless 
of their age, social status, or finances. 
We believe that abortiun is a medical 
service which should be available to all 
women on the same basis as any other 
necessary medical or surgical procedure, 
as their right under a humane and com- 
prehensive health care system, Remov- 
al of the financial means of obtaining 
health care in the form of abortion, re- 
duces that right for women who are un- 
willingly pregnant. It is discriminatory, 
in that well-to-do women will still be 
able to obtain abortions at their own 
expense, while women of low income 
will be prevented from obtaining nec- 
essary health care. 

We recognize that the proposed Bill 
220 reflects a deliberate and punitive 
attempt to deprive women of their right 
to adequate health care, and of their 
right to decide when and if they choose 
to have children, It is an implicit en- 
couragement for women to seek out 
other, medically unsafe abortions, whe- 
ther self-induced, or performed by oth- 
er persons for fees below those charged 
by the medical establishment. It would 
remove an option now available to wom- 
en to control their own reproduction, and 
would result in the direct creation. of 

ave emotional and financial hardship 
Fe women. ".,. most of us must con- 
sider the demonstrable reality of human 
behavior, the incontrovertible evidence 
that desperate women have, as far back 
in time as history can trace, and univ- 
ersally, despite the legal, religious, 
and social codes against it, sought ab- 
ortions." (Dr. Margaret Mahood, "The 
Right to Abortion” Interface, vol. 3, 
no 3,, Yebruary, 1971, p. 20) 


Arguments against 


Those who would refuse a woman 
the right to safe abortion marshall sev- 
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eral arguments for their case, The 
first is usually economic; abortions 
cost the unwilling taxpayer too much. 
In fact, costs of abortions make up a 
very small proportion of total health 
services payments in Alberta, “In 1972 
it was calculated to be no more than 
1/3 of one cent of each health services 
cost dollar. Since the premiums paid 
by residents cover — 1/5 of the health 
services cost dollar, the portion of the 
average family premium under- writing 
abortions in Alberta would be about ten 
cents.” (letter from the office of Hon, 
Neil Crawford to Marilyn Moreton of 
Taeny Options for Women, August 27, 
1973, ) 

Further, the argument is made that 
abortion patients take up expensive hos- 
pital beds that should be used for more 

deserving” patients. Besides the fact 
that the majority of abortions, those in- 
volving pregnancies of 12 weeks or less, 
are easily done on an outpatient basis, 
abortion is also a legit imate health re- 
quirement, as “deserving” of proper care 
as any other. 


The second argument urges that 
women who become pregnant unwilling- 
ly should complete the pregnancy and 
surrender the offspring for adoption, 

This argument fails to consider that 

many women obtaining abortions are mar- 
ried, and there are strong cultural sanc- 
tions against women giving up their chil- 
dren for adoption, 


Unmarried pregnant women are 
placed ina vicious double bind. They 
are socially labelled as bad if they get 
pregnant (unmistakeable evidence of 
immorality and Cee reer bad if the 
abort (murderers), bad if they. keep the 
child (instead of giving it to a “normal, 
two-parent home”), and bad if they give 
it up (unfeeling, unnatural mothers). In 
order to continue to induce them to sup- 
ply babies for other people, society and 
social agencies must continue to force 
Spe them this self-conception of blame 

they get pregnant, abort, or keep their 
children, and must continue to make it 
financially difficult for them to do any- 
thing other than complete the pregnan- 
cy and give up the child, It is cruel and 
immoral to coerce a woman to be a 
breeding animal to supply a child to a- 
nother couple, while she herself remains 
an object of contempt to society, 


The third argument, for women who 
are coerced into having no alternative 
but to keep their child, particularly if 
they are married, is that "emotional sup- 


A bill limiting women" s rights to 
safe and legal abortions under the Al-

Right to life 


The fourth argument is ri 
Such an argument makes no d 
between the potential for life of the 
foetus, and the existing, already realized 
life of the woman. We recognize that 
every decision concerning abortion in- 
volves a choice between these two pri- 
orities, While we may still debate the 
issue of the humanity of the foetus, the 
human needs of living women should 
not be an issue, We know that women 
are human beings, and that they suf- 
fer because of unwilling childbearing, 
and unsafe, self-induced abortions, 
There is no evidence that the propon- 
ents of the right to life of the fetus in 
fact hold life and the quality of life as 
an absolute value, in that they show 
the same degree of humane concern for 
those already living, "There are vol - 
uminous statistics to indicate that this 
pap oe concern for the sanctity of 
fe does not manifest itself for the un- 
wanted child after its birth. There is 
no law that entitles the child to legi- 
timacy, to loving parent substitutes, or 
to a decent life economically, socially, 
and emotionally. " (Dr, Margaret Ma- 
hood, Interface, p. 20) Too often, 
concern for the fetus has its real basis 
in sectarian theological notions about 
the movement of souls from one plane 
to another, rather than concern for the 
totality of human life. 
We believe that, ideally, abortion 
should be used as a backup measure 
for other means of contraception that 
fail, and should not be regarded as a 
first line of defence against unwanted 
pregnancy. However, it is important 
to stress that, in order for abortion to be 
30 used, two prerequisites must be met; 
one is the easy availability of other med- 
ically safe, effective methods of contra- 
ception foz all individuals, the other is 
a program of sex education which would 
make available the knowledge of the 
correct use of these means, and would 
stress the responsibility of using them, 


Not 100% 


Regarding the first prerequisite, 
there is now no method of conttaception 
which is 100% effective. Combination 
pills are theoretically 100% effective, 
but in use they have a clinical failure 
rate of .5% Thus, out of 1, 000, 000 
pill users per year, 5, 000 pregnancies 
will result,

We believe that this atui- 
tude ignores reality. We believe that 
a truly moral society would teach peo- 
ple the responsibilities of their relation- 
ships, whether legally sanctioned or not, 
and give them the means to be respon- 
sible in their behavior. : 

On this point, we would like to re 
fute the arguement that, if contracep- 
tion, including abortion, is made avai 
able to women at their own discretion, 
that they will engage in indiscriminate 
sexual promiscuity, and will use abortion 
as a substitute for other means of contra- 
ception, Both arguments reflect noth- 
ing more than a negative and contemp- 
tuous attitude towards women, They 
assume that women will not be respons- 
ible for themselves, or are incapable of 
learning and exercising such responsi- 
bility. In fact, evidence from the As- 
sociation for the Review of Canadian 
Abortion Laws, an agency in Ottawa, in- 
dicates that approximately 4% of women 
needing oneabortionreturn to use that 
procedure a second time. 


An alternative 


In sum, we believe that abortion 
is an alternative method of limiting re- 
production which should be available to 
all women if they so choose, without 
discrimination according to their finan- 
cial status, 

us, we recommend that Bill 220 
not be passed into law by the Alberta 
Legislative Assembly, _ 

We recommend that abortion con- 
tinue to be treated as a necessary med- 
ical procedure, and that physicians and 
hospitals be encouraged to live up to 
their responsibilities in providing the 
care vores to the good health and 
well- being of the citizens of Alberta.’ 

Further, we recommend that the 

overnment of Alberta make every et- 
‘ort to make available to its citizens 
contraceptive measures, which are 
effective and non- injurious to health, 

Finally, we recommend that the 
government of Alberta actively support 
hon- punitive sex education for its citi- 
zens, so that they may indeed have the 

‘means to be responsible for their own 
sexual behavior and relationships, 
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
